The other 
boys were taken to their homes in 
Strathcona and are in a fair, way to 
recover. The companions of the lads 
rolled the victims in the mud, in an ef- 
fort to extinguish the flames and thus 
probably save the lives of two if not 
of the three. In reply toan inquiry at 
the hospital this afternoon, the sister 
superior said the doctors had hopes 
of saving young Madill’s life, though 
he was fearfully burned.

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PRAISE FOR THE CANADIAN WEST. 
The British American, published 
Chicago, has the following: 


The immigration branch of the Do- 
minioa department of the interior, 
Ottawa, has received a most glowing 
report from Mr. Frank Fisher, super- 
intendent ot the Dunkards’ Orphans’ 
and Old Men’s Home at Mexico, Jnd., 
detailing the results of a visit) paid 
by the writer to the Northwest Ter- 
ritories. The MUunkards are a_ sect 
resembling the Quakers in their hab- 
its and mode of living, and Mr. Fisher 
is one of their leading members. Mr. 
Fisher says in the course of his re- 
port; 

“We visited the Territories of Al- 
berta, Assiniboia and, Saskatchewan, 
and found them far surpassing our 
imagination; but little did I expect 
tol find such rich, loamy soil, so much 
of it, and so uniform in its level prai- 
rie lay. I do think the soil of Canada 
as a tule equals if not:excels the finest 
prairie Jand.of Indiana. These lands 
are immense in their 1ichness, and 
when once the sod is retted and pul- 
verized it is pliable and, as easily cul- 
tivated as Indiana sandy soil. North- 
western Canada, from. my point of 
view, offers as fine oppoertupities for 
mixed farming as any place in my 
krowledge. The long sunshiny days, 
ogether with the rich soil, produce 
very fine wheat, oats, barley, flax and 
other cereal products. ‘There is 
carcely apy atempt to raise corn 
except varieties for table use. The 
eason is too short to depend upow 
maturing field coro. From the stand- 
point of getting this land ready for 
ihe plow I must say that I never 
saw, such a vast extent, practically 
all ready, so that ail one bus to do 
is to hitch up the plow and go to 
work. This is not the case with all 
Canadian land, however, Some af it 
has quite a lot of timber, much of it 
may we called brush land, and some 
ot it has lovely forest groves dotted 
here and there, thereby covering a 
hundred and sixty acres. 

“{ have no doubt but that this coun- 
try excels as a grazing or ranching 
country, because they have such rich 
grass, baving an abundance of rain 
to keep it fresb. They also have 
plenty of streams, and as a rule water 
inay be reached at a depth of from 
20 to 40 feet. From this you sec there 
can be plenty of hay mown for winter 
seeding, and) I bave had reliable, far- 
aners tell me that’ their stock will 
i1eed, on hay Silone and be 1eady for 
the market in the spring. Upon in- 
quiring about the expense of raising 
a steer a farmer replied that: he did 
not consider it wouid cost any more 
than $4 to $6 to develop a three-year- 
old steer. 

“From a finarrial standpoint, I be- 
lieve that for a series of years (five) 
a young man can make $10 in Canada 
whereas he would. make only $1! in 
Indiana, and’ I teel sure thut I spent 
more money to get wy eighty-acre 
farm in White Courty, Indiana, cul- 
tivated, than it would cost me to cul- 
tivate eight hundred acres in Canada. 
This may seem a, strong, view ta take 
of the matter, but when you take into 
consideration the clearing, ditching, 
fencing, and the expensive bieaking

rea in of the stumps, aud then compare 


the expense, to that of Jand, seeding 
only the treakiug, you will conclude 
that it is not such a wild, exaggerated 
statement as you might at first think.

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THE WEATHER. 

The fine weather which this district 
experienced uninterruptedly through- 
out August was broken on the night of 
Wednesday, the 4th inst., by a soaking 
rain. Wednesday was cloudy and 
threatening, and a drizzle began to 
fall in the late afternoon, which be- 
came heavier duringf the night. There 
was some wind from a northerly di- 
reetion, but it was not high. The rain 
ceased about ten o’clock on Thursday 
and the sky cleared in the afternoon. 
During Thursday night, being clear 
and still, the government thermome- 
ter showed tour degrees of frost. Fri- 
day was clear and bright. The result 
of the previous night’s frost showed 
on the pota*oe tops, the leaves Of which 
were blackened. Friday night wags 
clear and calm and there was arwhite 
frost but not se severe as the night 
fbefore. - 

No doubt wheat which was uncut 
will be damaged by the frost, but a 
great part of the wheat was already 
cut and what remained, uncut was 
sufficiently advanced that it will only 
e@how light injury. It is not thought 
that the frost was severe enough to 
affect any but very late ogts. Fortun- 
ately the rain was not heavy enough 
or the wind sufficiently high to tkrow 
the crop down, as occurred last! year. 

Although the wind was _ northerly 
the storm came from the south. Rain 
fell heavilv in Calgary and at points 
north to Red Deer during all Wednes- 
day and Wednesday night, the storm 
backing up agvrinst the wind, On 
Thursday morning the rain which fell 
was mixed with snow at pointy from 
Lacombe to Calgary. At Olas and 
was quite notice- 
able, but disappeared before noon. 
East of Calgary on the, main line the 
fall of snow was greater, but iti did 
not remain long. \ 

In jhe Edmonton and Wetaskiwin 
districts harvest was in full swing, 
but had only became general on Mon- 
day. Some wheat and barley cut- 
ting had taken place during the! pre- 
vious week, in most, sections. In the 
Stony Plain and Horse, Hills districts 
a considerable portion of the grain 
was cut, but these are generally con- 
ceded to be the earliest localities. 

A great deal of the grain now stand- 
ing might have been cut, but the wea- 
ther was so fine and locked so thor- 
oughly settled that people preferred to 
allow it to ripem fully. Inj the season 
of 99 many of the best farmers lost 
considerably by cutting their wheat 
too green, being afraid tc trust (the 
season, which was threatening, while 
their more careless neighbors who 
took the risk and. allowed their wheat 
to ripen bad an excellent. sample. 
This season the man who cut early’ is 
the best off. 1 

So far as can be seen the loss will 
be in sample not in yield, and still 
there will be; a great’ deal of grain of 
the finest samples, in wheat, oats and, 
barley.

WINNIPEG STORM SWEPT. 


Winnipeg Telegram, Aug. 29. 


Perhaps the worst short, sharp 
storm in this city’s history, struck 
Winnipeg late yesterday afternoon. 


For fully half an hour Winnipeg. was 
flooded. by torrents of rain and buffet- 
ed by sheets of haii. The streets were 
practically deserted and business was 
suspended. Hailstones from the size 
of a pea to two! inches in diameter 
poured down upen the city unceasing- 
ly, doing much damage to property 
and playing havoc with the green- 
houses. Windows were broken and 
glass exposed at any point in the path 
of the storm was broken us if with 
pebbles in the hands of a mischievous 
boy. 

‘Torrents of rain fell during the brief 
storm, and the sewers being unable 
to carry off the freshets which flowed 
down every street, the water over- 
flowed into basements and cellars in 
the business section causing a lange 
loss to merchants and. others. 

The storm struck the city shortly 
after 4 o'clock in the afternoon. Black 
clouds banked in the northern and 
western parts of the cily warned) the 
pedestrians off the streets, but before 
many could seek sbelter, the storm 
broke in all its violence. Sheets of 
rain descended first, and the storm 
then. developed into a, veritable .ava- 
lanche of hail. In half an hour or 
less the city was covered with white 
mantle and snow shovels and brooms 
were found necessary to remove the 
thick coating of hail on the pavements.

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CYCLONE AT YORKTON. 

The Saltcoats Assiniboian reports a 
cyclone at Yorkten, Assa., on the even- 
ing of Aug. 29th. Many roofs were 
blown. off, a new brick house. was 
blown over, and a stable containing 
three horses was lifted up and carried 
fifty feet. The horses were unharmed. 
The cyclone did not touch Saltcoats the 
next town, but extended into the 
country. In the Ebeneezer settlement 
twelve miles from Yorkton there was 
no wind, but a hail storm occurred, 
which destroyed a large part of ithe 
standing crop, and much of that which 
was cut and stooked as well. The loss 
is heavy both in town and country. 


STORM AT OKOTOKS. 


Times: A very bad storm of wind 
reached us from the north on Wed- 
nesday and has probably caused con- 
siderable damage throughout the dis- 
trict to the ripened grain threshing 
out untold quantities before it could 
be harvested. If any argument was 
needed in favor of fall wheat growing 
we have it now as the fall wheat is 
safely harvested. ‘To-day Thursday we 
are getting a rain, hail, snow and blow 
storm of great violence. The .mew 
Baptist chureh has suffered somewhat 
the rafters for the roof having been 


blown down. 


On Monday evening Jast about 5:45 
the town of Yorkton was swept by a 
cyclone, which although it only lasted 
jor a few minutes, was the worst in 
the history of the town, and. did con- 
siderable damage. The course of the 
storm was southeast, anc it seemed 
to be travelling io streaks;. its fury 
was spent in less than three miles. The 
damage to several buildings is great, 
the heaviest losers being Betts and 
Reush. Both men had brick - houses 
in course of erection, which were com- 


pletely demolished. 


MANITOBA CROPS. 

In order to get the fullest and most 
authentic details as to the returns of 
this year’s crop, the Free Press has 
commissioned. 2, special correspondent 
to visit severa] céptres of the wheat 
producing sec‘‘ons throughout the 
province for the purpose of gathering 
facts as to the net results pf the har- 
vest. These facts wiil be embodied) in 
a seriss of articles, dealing with every 
aspect of the crop, and tha conditions 
that bave affected it. The first’ of the 
series, treating of the Portage district, 
says in part; © 

To a rertain extent the average is 
a disappointment. In the last week of 
July, the appearance of the fields 
would have justified anyone in the 
belief that ‘he average would run over 
30 bushels to the acre. The straw, es- 
pecially on the fallows, was long and 
bright in color. The crop had not suf- 
fered in apy way by disease Of any 
kind, nor was any apprehension en- 
tertained in this direction. Bui tthe 
warm weather and frequent showers 
induced a most marvellous growth. 
Plants were measured that grew more 
than an inch daily. Apparently, the 
growth was so fast that the plants 
could not develop proper siurdiness of 
fibre. In consequence it lodged ati the 
first heavy winistorm, and never 
arose. Around Prrtage there are 
hundreds of acres of summer-fallow, 
in which ‘he soil is a, tangled, mass jof 
ledged stubble. The last eigh- 
teen inches of the stalk rose, but three 
feet of its length lay in.a tangled 
mass on the fields, and steamed. and 
rusted and never filled. The rust, seem- 
ed to come, too, in-rathen am unusual 
way, first attacking the! leaves of, the 
plant, and disappearing from thence, 
to lodge in the ear. Afted it ‘once at- 
tacked the ear, it ceased toi fill {I gaith- 
ered many ears ip which tha lower half 
was fuli, but, in the top inch andj ta 
half there was nothing. I found one 
ear with only three berries. The 
rust bas lessened the average yield 
in the Portage district, at least) five, 


and possibly almost ten bysh- 
els per acre. These two causes, 
the lodgment of grain! due to 


its lack of fibrous strength, caused) by 
too rapid a growth, and the stopping 
of the development of the berry, by 
the attacks of rust, have operated; to 
reduce the average yield to two-thirds 
what it would have otherwise been. 

In spite of this, the samples of grain 
I have seen are excellent. {tj will 
weigh from 61 to 62° pounds per 
bushel. f 

The berry is a little small ‘in size, 
but is almost translucent, a remark- 
ably bright amber in color, and will 
grade No. 1 hard with ease. {Phere 
appears to be no small grain in the 
sample—the reason perhaps being that 
the upper portion of the ear, whence 
the small grains usually come, was 
generally emp*y There will hardly 
be any No. 1 northern on the mar- 
ket this year. “The grade is so even,” 
said a buyer to me, “that you eould 
buy it with a ,megaphone. No buyer 
will need to inspect his loads with 
very great care this year.” The crop 
is remarkaly free, too, from smut.

YELLOW HEAD PASS THE ROUTE.

Mr. William Mackenzie is in the city 
and will leave either to-day or ‘to- 
morrow on a trip of iaspection over 
the Canadian Northern lines. Mr. 
Mackenzie, interviewed yesterday by 
a Free Press reporter, said he had 
little for publication. Speaking of the 
work on the Rainy river branch) of 
the Canadian Northern, he said the 
statement credited to him that the 
line would, be through to Port Arthur 
on September 15, was misunderstoad. 
“The line,’ said Mr. Mackenzie, “will 
be finished on our present calcula- 
tions, €ither on October 15 or between 
that and the end of the month. We 
are having some trouble in securing 
enough labor for the work on this 
line. During the last few months as 
many as one thousied men have left 


the work for so other reason than 
that they are too restless to remain 
Material does not arrive, with the 


quickness that we would, like, and) on 
the northern branch towards Prince 
Albert the trouple in) securing rails is 
hampering operat’ons considerably 
We are now waiting for a big order 
of rails to come up. Material for the 
building of 260 cars in Winnipeg has 
been delayed in arriving here, though 
we expect the cars already ordered 
en workshops to be arriving 

_Mr. Mackenzie was not commupnica- 
tive on any of the projects which it

During the past few falls, however, 
there had been vo time for such work, 
and perhaps the falls im Northern Al- 
berta are no® sufficiently favorable to 
growth to make this plan, of great 
general va!ue. 

For cleaning weeds from growing 
grain crops no better advise could: be 
given than to recommend, the use 
amongst them of the weeder or har. 
row. Most of the annual weeds grow 
from small seeds lying: near the sur- 
face and the plants are shallow rooted 
If the weeder or a light harrow be run 
through the crops when the grain is 
about two inches high a large propor- 
tion, of the weeds are torn up and de- 
stroyed, while the grain crop, which 
is much more deeply rooted, iq not 
distut bed. This first harrowing 
should be followed by a similar culti- 
vation about two weeks afterwards. 
The adop*ion of this system of work 
had been rather slow on account of the 
fear of most people of destroying, the 
crop. If anyone was afraid. on this 
seore he would ask that person .to try 
a strip the width of the harrow across 
one of his fields next year and observe 
the results. In many parts of Mani- 
toba to-day he knew of farmers’ who 
are lessening the hold.of the weeds up- 
on their lands by following this plan. 
It is important, however, that the 
work be done in good time, as ithe 
weeds very soon secure so firm a, hold 
upon the soil that this process would 
only cultivate rather than destroy 
them. . ' ite, 

Some of the annuals, such’ as\ the 
stink weed, shepherd’s purse, and a 
few others, possess the added objection 


of being able to live through the win- 
ter and mature seeds early im the 
spring. These should, ali be sharply 
looked out for very early and killed 
by cultivation as soon as spring opens.

PASSING OF A PIONEER

He now met a party of surveyors 
under Mr. F. Moberly andi joined them 
on their wav to the west! side of the 
Rockies, being then the first survey 
party throngh the mountains for the 
present C. P. R. The surveyors re- 
turning to Cauada left him agiaim in 
Siaskatche wan. He now joined the 
early pioneers of 1873 with Mr. T. Mc- 
Kay, and remaised with him for a 
couple of years. Finally he Jeft and 
began freighting between Prince Al- 
bert and Red River.

have been growing there for years. 
On the one hand. capital with ail the 
arrogance that goes with newly and 
easily acquired . wealth. Capital 
available for industrial and commer- 
cial purposes to a degree not, and never 
existing. in apy other coun- 
itry. On the other kand ignor- 
ance with pxothing to lose armed 
with power to destroy to a degree noi 
found in any other country. Between 
ihe two stand, the great mass of the 
people, the free American nation, de- 
voted to the principles of their con- 
stitution to such a degree that they 
hesitate to streich out their hands to 
rectify the abuses that have grown 
up under ig, and which were, not: con- 
templated when it was framed. The 
danger appears ww be that instead 
of the great mass of the peaple. using 
their undoubted right and power to 
curb monopoly on the one hand ‘and 
control anarchy or the other they may 
divide against each other - into two 
camps, suppo"iing the monopolists and 
anarchists respectively; and thereby 
destroy the constitution because they 
respect it too much, to, adapt it) to 
existing circumstances. 

There is no doubt, that thd murder 
of McKinlay is meant by anarchy as 
an attack’ on monopoly. It is one of 
ihe revenges of nature that the men 
who constitute the anarchisits—the 
poorer and more ignorant of contin- 
ental Europeans—weré especially en- 
couraged to come to the United Siates 
by the men whol constitute the mono- 
polists for the purpose: of keeping 
wages below the point demanded by 
native-born Americans, and so build- 
ing up moropoly at their expense. 
They are stung by the adder which 
they warm-d into life. There is a les-
